, Again, there is a Set of impertinent 
Fellows in the Way, as Spies, Lifteners, 
News-colle6lorSj and Eve-droppers, who

Jn all Stations of Life thefe Kind of out 

Of 
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of the Way Men are to be found, v/ho 
muft' be eftecmcd the worft of Men 
wherever they exift. There is ^ Set of 
Men, though not noticed in the Queftion, 
pf a mix.ed Nature, that is, in the Way, 
and out' of the Way ^ and under this 
Clafs we cpnfider Churchwardens, Over- 
feers. Peace Officers, and Watchmen ; 
they are plentifully in the Way upoa 
public Shews, and above all at Parifii 
Feafts, Clubs, ai^d Diverfions ; but at 
5Night th$ Peace Officers and Watchmen 
are out of the; Way upon the Cry of 
Murder, and frequently out of the Way, * 
Mr, Medley means in Bed, two or three 
Hours before they fhould retire/ 

Upon 'the Whole, the Man in the 
Way is a Nufance •, but fbmc out of the 
Way Men cannot be fo, as may be evinced 
by the great Number of Men that have 
been executed j this Clafs we prefer to 
^11 other out of the Way Men, as wholly 
incapable of Mifchief.

I underftood that 
ihe was engaged to the ftout Officer, who 
met her in the Park ; but I thought it 
prudent to conceal it from the Deceafed, 
[ in hopes of a Recovery. I vifited the 
Deceafed feveral Times; he could not be 
diverted by any Means, and was for ever 
crying out, " Cruel, Amelia^ you have

He died about three Weeks after his 
meeting the Prifoner in the Park^ and 
his Death was known to the Undertakers 
before his Friends were acquainted there- 
with.

in which Sfadius was writing his Com- 
mentaries, viz. A. D. 1565, were 2514 
Tears. Therefore from 2514 Yearar 
I 2 fubftraft 
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fubftradi 1564 complcat Years, thc^ 
Rjftmaindcr is 950, the current Year he- 
foTtCbriJiy in which /J^w^ was founded 5 
fubftrad 950 froat the Year of the 
Julian Period 4714, and the Remainder 
is the Year of the Julian Period 3764^ 
anfwering to the Year before Chri/i^soi 
but SiadkUf a^ before obferved, twice 
fays^ that the Building of the City was 
begun 750 Years before Cbrift ; this 
being fubftra&ed from 950, the Re-* 
mainder is the Error, 200 Years too 
much; therefore from 2514 fubftrad 
sx>Of and the Remainder 2314 Years is 
the corre<5ted Interval between the Founda- 
tion of Romt and the Birth of Chriji^ 
ecMiiequently this Event happened Jnno 
y.P. 3964, from which fubftrad 432 
Years, and the Remainder is the Year of 
the Jitl. Per. 3532, when Troy was 
taken ; to which Enfebiusy in his Chron. 
agrees. Deduft 3532 from 47x4, and we 
kave t^ 11 Sid Year current before 

Cbri/t 
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Chrtfl anfwe'ring to that Event, therefore, 
fericulo meOy for 2514 Years, read 2314 
•Years. This Reckoning ef Stadius fixes 
the Birth of Chrift on the 22*^ Day of 
Caober^ Annoy. P. 4714; for from the 
Year 4714, OSober 22, or 295 Days 
from the Kalends of Jdmary^ doduft the 
Year 3964, April 20, or 1 10 Days from 
the fame Kalends, the Interval is 750 
Years, 185 Days, as by Stadius ; he thus 
places (contrary to hiftorical Truth) the 
Birth of Cbrifi after the Death of Htrod^ 
the Great.

The latedeceafed Zacbary Gr^^ hh. D. 
his learned Commentator, was of Opi- 
nion, that it fhould be read, " That 
•* makfis FooU tmUy^ as Butler gfes the 
Word, Part ii. Canto i. 677, or Fowls 
cackle ; but this Annotator has mi(hken • 
the Scnfcof his Author. It was a Praftice 
in Butltr^s Time to transfufe the Blood of 
healthy young Men and Women, and 

fome- 
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fometimes Cattle, into the Veins of old 
Men and Women, for the Prolongation 
of Life, and Renovation of Youth, This 
Cuftom is here ridiculed by ButleVy who 
calls thofe Fools that fuffered the Blood 
of Cattle to betransfufed into their Veins; 
and at the fame time Cattle^ becaufe a 
vulgar Notion prevailed, that the Perfpns 
^ho underwent the Operation, would 
participate of the Nature of the Beaft 
whofe Blood was injedled. Shadwell 
burlcfques this Cuftom in his Virtuofo^ 
where Sir Nicholas Gimcrack reports fome 
Experiments of this Transfufion, and 
their EfFe(Sts. But how a Transfufiofi 
of Blood can make Fools tattle^ or Fowls 
cackle^ (for it does not appear that Poul- 
try were ufed in the Operation) is not 
eafily to be conceived. 

A famous Surgeon of my Acquain- 
tance, is of Opinion, that the Experiment 
muft prove ineffedlual, however fkilfully 
I 4 managed. 
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managed, obfervlng that in aged Per^ 
fons the Blood Vcflels arc not fo elafiic 
as in young, and niany aged People die 
of Mortifications of their lower Limbs^ 
occafioned by the large Veffels offifying ; 
and that the Blood, for want of the elaftic 
^Property, which is removed, cannot be 
carried to the jsxtreme Parts, and they 
being deprived of their native Warmtli^ 
•become cadaverous. 

A noted Phyfician remarks, that upon 
tlie Trials of Tramrfufion, no Succcfs, but 
great Danger foHcwed; "for (fays he)
